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Help Wanted

“The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest,” Matt. 
9:37, 38. 

As I look into the information bureau 
(Bible) concerning employment for 
God’s children, and see the positions, 
tasks, or agencies which are to be filled 
by the servants of God, I feel like crying 
because we feel so unworthy. Then we 
feel like shouting when we look on the 
payroll and find out what our wages will 
be. If we expected to be paid for what we 
do, our earnings would be but small, but 
God rewards us for our faithfulness. 
Glory to God, Jesus and the Holy Ghost 
are our paymasters. 

For a little while let’s look into this 
situation. One must be capable of holding 
down certain positions. Secretaries must 
take a business course to learn shorthand, 
bookkeeping, matters of responsibility, 
etc. In other words, they have to be 
qualified for this position, Then the per- 
son who works for textile mills, etc., can 
go in unlearned and unqualified and get 
his pay just the same. We must do the 
things we are capable of doing and not 
grumble. God will never require anything 
of us we cannot do. Just as our country 
has schools and colleges to educate our 
people, God also has a place for His peo- 
ple to become equipped with knowledge 
to perform the duties He has laid on us. 
When the student finishes college with a 
B. A. degree, he also receives a recommen- 
dation “to whom it may concern.” He 
goes home all enthusiastic over his college 
career, with his thumbs stuck under his 
arms. Poor old dad and mother suffered 
for that boy to earn his degree, and he 
needs to work to pay back to his parents 
for their suffering. 

God sent Jesus down to this earth to 
suffer for lost humanity that we could 
have a B. A. degree (born-again experi- 
ence). God loved His creation. The devil 
had to stick his nose into it and trouble 
began, but God had a remedy. When God, 
for Christ’s sake, pardons our sins and 
writes our name in the Lamb’s Book of 
Life, He (God) commissions us to a duty 
of some kind. The nature of the little 
job may not suit us, but we have to work 
at any job which is offered us if we ex- 
pect a promotion. “The harvest truly is 
plenteous.” When we apply for a job and 
our services are accepted, our name is 
placed on the payroll before we go to 
work. Now someone surely worked hard 
with patience for the harvest to be plen- 
teous. When Jesus spoke these words He, 
with His disciples, was working day and 
night. He could see the future and see 
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that there would be some loafing around. 
Around mills and different business con- 
cerns we see many loafers, but they never 
draw a pay envelope. Neither does God 
pay loafers. A loafer is very particular, 
can’t ever find a job that suits him. 

Jesus is pleading for help, workers, peo- 
ple who will stay on the job no matter 
how difficult it becomes. The harvest is 
so great today. Who plowed up the fal- 
low ground and planted the good, holy 
seed? Some of them are still living, others 
have gone to glory. The old pioneer war- 
riors who braved the storm of criticism, 
rotten eggs and slept on the side of the 
road with the stars for cover and some- 
times rain in their faces, their clothes 
patched, the soles of their shoes worn 
thin, praise God! they didn’t compromise 
with the skeptics, but gave out the Word 
of God. Oh, thank God! they planted this 
great harvest, praying and expecting you 
and me to thrust in the sickle and reap 
down their golden harvest. 

The reason there is not any harvesting 
in many of the formal campaigns today, 
the planter (preacher) didn’t sow fertile 
seed. Rotten seed (doctrine) won't 
sprout. When the farmer starts in the 
springtime to plant cotton, does he plant 
several bushels of cotton seed hulls and 
expect to make forty or fifty bales of 
cotton? No, hulls don’t have any heart in 
them. And these folk in our land and 
country teaching a sinning religion will 
just have a lot of “make beliefs.” People 
everywhere are tired of hulls, they are 
hungering for the Holy Ghost gospel, 
preached by Holy Ghost people. Day by 
day many are accepting and receiving it. 
So many have gone on a sit-down strike 
(loafing). God called us to be servants. 

What is the duty of a servant? To 
dress up in dinner clothes, pile up in a 
sleepy hollow chair and tell his master 
what to do? From my own experience I'll 
say, No! By the way we pray some time 
it seems that way. I’ve heard many pray 
thus: “Lord, IF you’ll heal me, IF you'll 
bless me, I’ll work for you, I’ll do what 
you want me to do.” Telling our Master 
what to do. Before I’d give up to be a 
little servant of giving out the message 
of salvation, I became afflicted in my 
body. I became willing one day and I 
prayed, “Lord, I’ll work for you if you 
-don’t ever heal me.” I was very frail, 
weighed a little over a hundred. That was 
four years ago. Now I weigh one hun- 
dred and thirty-one. I’ve gone into 
places where the people wouldn’t let holi- 
ness be preached, but God made the way 
and those holiness fighters were con- 
vinced. We went there sowing good seed 
and reaped a good harvest. I have learned 


when God sends people out equipped with 
the good Holy Ghost we need not worry 
about the skeptics, critics, etc. Just be 
willing to suffer for righteousness. 

A servant sometimes has to work in 
dirty places, then again he gets to dress up 
and drive his master’s fine car around; he 
has good jobs and bad jobs. We can’t 
grumble because we are a servant. If the 
Church of God was offering prizes, such 
as automobiles, watches, suits of clothes, 
and other assorted prizes, to the one who 
won the most souls, we would almost run 
over each other getting to every one we 
could, trying to get them saved, when at 
the same time, if we will work with just 
as much enthusiasm and interest, we will 
have a greater prize. Paul said he pressed 
toward the mark for the prize. We will 
have a mansion on Gold Street in New 
Jerusalem. You might say that sounds 
very good, but I never could talk to peo- 
ple about their souls. God will give us a 
missionary spirit if we will pray. The 
church sometimes offers you every job 
there and you say, “I can’t.” Eccl. 9:10, 
““Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do 
it with thy might.” We must reap this 
great harvest. 

Saints of God, if you are handicapped 
that you cannot go out and do personal 
work, will you pray for those who can? 
“The labourers are few.” Why did Jesus 
say the laborers are few? I wonder if peo- 
ple back then loafed on the job? You say, 
There were disciples and a multitude of 
followers, yet just a few. Look about you 
today, my friend. Are you saying, “I 
can’t,” every time you are asked to do 
something for God, and, “Let brother or 
sister so and so do it, they can beat me”? 
You go to church when there is a revival 
on, the preacher exhausts himself trying 
to get the people to the altar and you sit 
back and sleep all during the service, 
and when you need to pray with the seek- 
ers you sit back and gossip and let so and 
so do all the work. When you hear some- 
one all the time making such excuses 
there’s something wrong. Wonder if it 
could be envy, jealousy, strife, malice, or 
such evils? God saves us from every one 
of those evils. Some people won’t do any- 
thing for God and they pout if anybody 
else does anything. So many are afraid 
to depend on God. He never has let one 
of His children starve. The reason God 
watches over His servants, they are not 
choicy about their jobs. Every place we 
see a “help wanted” sign we drop in and 
inquire if we can work. God’s bank never 
goes into bankruptcy. Our service to Him 
is a great investment. 

Some have made the remark, “There 
are too many preachers.” Yes, there are 
too many preachers blindfolding honest- 
hearted people who are seeking the real 
truth of God, telling them they can still 
commit sin and God will justify them. I 
have heard so-called big preachers pray

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HERE is not a doctrine in all of the Bible 
that should lie closer to the heart of the 
believer than that of Bible holiness, because upon it is founded 
the entire New Testament plan of salvation, and yet, perhaps, 
there has never been a doctrine more abused by way of violation 
on the part of many of those who have professed it, than the 
doctrine of holiness. 

It is true that in holiness we think of a consecration to God 
and a separation from the world, and that consecration and 
separation should show in the everyday life of the one who pro- 
fesses such an experience. To be 
sure, it should be shown in the 
manner of dress. It should also 
be shown in the keeping of com- 
pany, and in our visits, for it is 
certain that there are many 
places that the true believer 
should not be found. 

I love to think of these words 
of Dr. Albert Barnes, the Presby- 
terian commentator, which ap- 


peared in June issue of the Gos- 

pel Herald: “A man who has been redeemed by the blood of 
the Son of God should be pure. He who is attended by celestial 
beings and is soon—he knows not how soon—to be translated 
to heaven, should be holy. Are angels my attendants? Then I 
should walk worthy of my companions. Am I soon to go to 
dwell with angels? Then I should be pure. Are these feet soon 
to tread the courts of heaven? Is my tongue soon to unite with 
holy beings in praising God? Are these eyes soon to look on the 
throne of eternal glory and the ascended Redeemer? Then these 
feet and eyes and lips should be pure and holy and I should be 
dead to the world and live for heaven.” 

We are told in 1 Peter 1:15, “But as he which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of conversation.” Then 
again, in the 16th verse, “Because it is written, Be ye holy; for 
I am holy.” To help us to be holy God hath sent His Holy 
Spirit into our lives to lead, to guide, and to direct us, and as 
long as that Spirit has right of way in our lives the fruit of holi- 
ness will be so in evidence that other people can see them and 
realize that our lives are holy lives. 

One of the fruits of the abiding Holy Spirit of God is gentle- 
ness and since it is from the abundance of the heart that the 
mouth speaketh, if the Holy Ghost abides in the heart, the con- 
versation of the one in whom He abides should be a gentle con- 
versation, a conversation that is void of sarcasm and harsh- 
ness, a conversation that is filled with kindness, a converstion

that is again described by the Apostle Peter in 1 Peter 3:3, 
“Whose adorning let it not be outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel; 
but let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, which 
is in the sight of God of great price.” There is just as much of 
a commandment that we be adorned with a meek and a quiet 
spirit as there is that we not be adorned with the outward adorn- 
ment of wearing gold, etc. If husbands may be won by the con- 
versation of their wives, as recorded in 1 Peter 3:1, it also may 
be said that wives may be won by the holy conversation of their 
husbands, and that others who do not know God may be won 
by the holy conversation of God’s children for there is nothing 
which has a more holiness appeal than a conversation directed 


by the Spirit of God. 
Self-Pity i has been said that the more you pet a 
man the smaller he gets, that men were not 
made to be petted. Perhaps in a measure this is true but the 
most tragic predicament that a man may be placed in is a posi- 
tion of self-pity, when he is continually on the whine and with 
whoever he talks he always has something in his conversation to 
pity himself. A Christian woman of keen spiritual insight, writ- 
ing of the troubles that may come to us by God’s direction or 
permission, says, ““We may be sure God makes no mistakes when 
He permits these, but when we allow such to invoke self-pity 
that is a deadly trouble. Being self-inflicted it is sin and never 
can be God’s will. Indulgence in it distorts the vision, throwing 
everything out of focus, depletes one’s own physical and mental 
vitality and poisons the atmosphere for others. It is said that 
God Himself cannot comfort an exaggerated sorrow and so it 
is self-pity, it is a canker which before His healing and comfort 
can flow, the Holy Spirit, must be allowed to cut out.” 

Whether one exactly agrees 
with this quotation is immate- 
rial. The gist of it is true, and 
it is evident that the person who 
is always feeling himself the ob- 
ject of criticism and in the 
dumps of all troubles can be of 
very little use to God in His 
work and service. 

In an article from the Elim 
Evangel and Foursquare Reviv- 
alist, we have these words: 
“There is a warning and comfort in Psalms 13. The psalmist’s 
self-pity has sapped his endurance. Taking counsel with his 
own soul resulted in devising one futile plan after another, ad- 
ding thereby only confusion to his dejection. So illogical premises 
were resolved into false deduction, even to reproaching God 
with unfaithfulness, forgetfulness, and the hiding of His face 
from him. But His face is hidden from us when we throw a 
screen of self-pity or such like between us and Him.” 

It is noteworthy, however, that self-pity comes to an end 
when the psalmist turns away from himself and remembers 
God’s love and makes the exclamation, “But I have trusted in 
thy mercy, my heart shall rejoice in thy salvation. I will sing 
unto the Lord because he hath dealt bountifully with me.” 
There is no position that the true believer in Jesus Christ can 
be placed in but what, if he will stop and think of God’s love 
and God’s mercy to him, there will be in that remembrance 
the sufficiency tosunload from the mind every little trouble 
that has ever come one’s way and class them as did Paul, “light 
afflictions that work out for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory.” If one can so do, his life will be a life of 
warmth and a great factor in dispelling gloom, helping to radi- 
ate light and warmth from the sunshine of God’s promises. This 
rule works as well with a church. The church which continues 
to pity itself will be nonprogressive, while the church which 
faithfully takes care of all obligations will flourish.

Question Box 





Question: Please explain Heb. 6:4-6. 
Does this refer to blasphemy against the 
Holy Ghost? Can an unsaved person com- 
mit the unpardonable sin by blaspheming 
the Holy Ghost as referred to in Matt. 
12:31, 32?—I. M. 


Answer: Just how far a man can go in 
a religious experience and afterward back- 
slide then be restored is something that we 
would not venture to predict. The passage 
referred té in Hebrews evidently shows 
that there is an experience from which if 
a man falls there is no renewal unto re- 
pentance, and if one continues to read the 
6th chapter of Hebrews, it will be plain- 
ly disclosed that the message is given as a 
solemn warning to people not to risk 
falling away from a spiritual experience. 
This may, however, not mean a blas- 
phemy against the Holy Ghost and it has 
been thought by many Bible scholars 
that it would be impossible for one to sin 
against the Holy Ghost having not known 
the Holy Ghost. In other words, things 
spoken against the Holy Ghost in ignor- 
ance would be forgiven but after one had 
received the blessing, then to speak evil of 
Him would be a blasphemy against the 
Holy Ghost. It is also set forth by Bible 
scholars that there are three very dan- 
gerous positions to be in. First, for the 
sinner to put off God too long as in 
Gen. 6:3, “And the Lord said, My Spirit 
shall not always strive with man;” as in 
Hebrews 6, falling from grace, and as in 
Matt. 12:31, 32, blaspheming the Holy 
Ghost. If there are three separate condi- 
tions, they are certainly dangerous ones, 
and the wise person will steer far from 
either. 


Question: What kind of a baptism is 
this in Acts 2:38? Were all the three 
thousand people baptized as in verse 41? 
If so, who did the baptizing?—E. B. 


Answer: Since it was our Lord’s com- 
mission to “Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost,” if that baptism was water 
baptism, it certainly must be that the 
baptism in Acts 2:38 was water baptism. 
The scripture does not say who baptized 
them but that they that gladly received 
His Word were baptized, so since there is 
no record to show who baptized them, we 
would be without authority to designate 
the baptizer or baptizers. The record does 
not say that three thousand were baptized 
but that there were added unto the disci- 
ples three thousand souls. Perhaps all were 
baptized. 
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Who Is Going 


to Teach Me?

A little child is the greatest prospect 
in all the world. Jesus said: “Suffer little 
children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not, for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.” 

A mother is baby’s first teacher. This 
teaching has fifty per cent to do with the 
destiny of the offspring, either for good 
or bad. Exodus 2:9, “Take this child 
away, and nurse it for me, and I will give 
thee thy wages.” These words of the 
king’s daughter to the mother of Moses 
applies to every mother today. When God 
places in the arms the tiny tabernacle 
containing an immortal soul, He says, 
“Take this child and nurse it for me and 
I will give thee wages.” In other words, 
this is a treasure, a gift from God, accept 
it as such. Nurse it for Him as He shall 
dictate and He will reward you accord- 
ingly. Sometimes the ears are too dull to 
hear the command and the precious prom- 
ise, for all are not like the mother of 
Moses, who so gladly accepted her posi- 
tion. There are many who scorn the po- 
sition of motherhood and really have lit- 
tle love for their children, some prefer- 
ring poodle dogs instead. 

Some mothers feel as if they had a high- 
er calling in life, to some public work. If 
they could only do something that is seen 
by people in the public. They think they 
would be filling a much grander sphere 
in life. But this hidden away work, of 
nursing children, mending little gar- 
ments, telling little stories, kissing the 
hurt places, drying the tears, and answer- 
ing numberless questions, satisfying in- 
quiring minds and moulding the child’s 
characters, is so small it never brings one 
into public notice, it never gets the name 
in print. Some think nursing children— 
just any one can do it. What a mis- 
taken view of your noble calling. If you 
are nursing it for God He will lead, 
if you will only ask Him in prayer for 
guidance. This little one has come to us 
not of its own choice, for they have none 
in the matter. 

It is this little creature we are to nurse 
for God. What a responsibility upon a 
mother, whose example and teaching and 
care or neglect must have much to do 
with the eternal destiny of this immortal 
being. Oh, that every one might realize it. 
It is God’s Word that you nurse it for 
Him. He will give thee thy wages. We be- 
lieve that to mean that if the child is 
properly trained, he will not depart from 
it and mothers will reap a reward in the 
character of children as well as an eternal 
reward that God has. If the child is prop- 
erly nursed he will not need to be rescued 
in later life from sin and vices that beset 
our youths today. The old adage says: 
“An ounce of prevention is worth a 
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pound of cure.” This is true of children. 
Don’t wait too long, commence as soon 
as they can notice things. As soon as you 
can teach them about daddy you can 
teach them about Jesus. What would the 
world do without godly mothers? The 
hands that rock the cradle can win the 
world for God, if the Lord tarries. Ask 
your heavenly Father to give you eyes and 
a heart to see and appreciate the beauties 
of these little plants that are clustering 
about you. Their love is great and the 
continual sayings and doings of chil- 
dren are often beautiful and teach us 
many lessons if we will take them in. 
They will only be children once and when 
they grow up and go from the home, 
your opportunity of training and welding 
their characters will be past forever. You 
are to nurse them for God (remember the 
text), being a living example to them, 
sympathizing with them in their affairs, 
commanding and correcting when neces- 
sary, with wisdom. 


Just a few words to the Sunday School 
teacher: Don’t go to your class without 
praying each day for wisdom and a quick- 
ened mind to teach your class just what 
the Lord would have you to bring to 
them each Sunday morning. Remember 
you, too, are helping to build characters, 
and helping to shape their little lives 
either for good or for bad. 

Remember their little tender minds are 
constantly reaching out for things in life. 
You know how tender little morning 
glories are and their tendency to fasten 
their tendrils about something and if we 
do not help them up they find sticks 
and bits of grass to which they will at- 
tach themselves and never climb any 
higher for their best development and 
highest beauty. We help them up again 
until they stay where they will reach out 
their little tendrils and go yet higher. We 
know we must not bruise them. We must 
be very gentle with them. We call this 
training the vines. 

Thus it is with children. They are to 
be trained, not left to grow like weeds. 
They have a spirit that will expand and 
reach out and their hearts and minds will 
take hold of the objects that come in 
their way, hence how careful we should 
be to give them a “Thus saith the Lord” 
and get it stamped in their little hearts 
and minds, so it will bring forth fruit 
unto HOLINESS. Teacher, after you are 
gone they will thank you over and over 
for your teaching, to encourage your 
hearts. Did you know eighty per cent of 
the Christians come through the Sunday 
School? 

Pray much. 

May God’s richest blessings be upon ev- 


ery Sunday School teacher throughout the 
world.

thus: “Father, forgive us of our sins.”

Don’t think for 
one moment that the devil isn’t working, 
ruining the souls of men and women, boys 
and girls. Awake ye that sleepeth, let us 
be about our Father’s business, doing our 
little bit. Remember that the smallest 
tool fits well in the Master’s hand. 


Pray for me that I'll be able to obey 
the Lord completely.
